During this time he engaged 

in drafting speeches and memoranda opposing the inclusion of the 
Commandant of the Marine Corps as a member of the Joint Chiefs 

of Staff. As far as can presently be determined, this assignment 

has not had the approval of any senior officer in CIA. 
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
